Worth Bingham, United States Am- 
bassador to England, died tonight 
at the Johns Hopkins Hospital. He 
was 66 years old. 

The Ambassador had been a pa- 


tient at the hospital’since Nov. 25. 
Physicians said he died of abdom- 
inal Hodgkin’s disease, a rare 
ailment. It appeared as a tumor 
and probably was some form of 
infection, it was said at the hos- 
pital, where he underwent a diagos- 
tic operation Tuesday. 

Hodgkin’s disease is characterized 
by enlargement of the lymphatic 
glands and spleen, with progressive 
anemia. It was described by Dr. 
Thomas Hodgkin (1798-1866).,

Though he was a former Mayor 
of Louisville, Bingham was _ best 
known nationally as publisher of 
the Courier-Journal of Louisville 
and the Louisville Times. He 
also had been County Attorney of 
Jefferson County, Kentucky, and 
Chancellor of the Jefferson Circuit 
Court. 

Bingham was one of the earliest 
diplomatic appointees of the Roose- 
velt administration. His nomina- 
tion was sent to the Senate March 
13, 1933. He was confirmed March 
22, and sailed for his post May 10. 

His first public address in En- 
gland, on May 31, 1933, pledged 
the United States to a reduction of 
tariffs on British products, and 
brought angry. comment from pro- 
tectionists in Congress.

Canton (Mo,) Seaman Hit by 
Bomb Fragment When Re- 
turning Japanese Fire.

SHANGHAI, Dec, 19.—(Sunday.) 
—A third American, Seaman Edgar 
William George Hulsebus of Canton, 
Mo,, died today of wounds suffered 
in the Japanese attack on the Unit- 
ed States gunboat Pandy last Sun- 
day. v4 . 

His death increased -to four the 
number killed in the attack. The 
third was Sandeo Sandri, Italian 
newspaper man, who was killed by 
machine gun fire, according to wit- 
nesses. 

Hulsebus, brought to Shanghai 
Friday on the United States gun- 
boat Oahu along with other surviv- 
ors of the attack, was struck in the 
back by bomb shrapnel while man- 
ning a machine gun on the Panay. 
He was among the gunners who 
returned the Japanese fire until or- 
dered to abandon ship, Survivors 
had praised his bravery on their ar- 
rival in Shanghai. 

Reports from Tsingtao today that 
developments might endanger 300 
Americans there caused the cruiser 
Augusta to cancel its scheduled 
sailing to Manila indefinitely, 
pending further developments. 

The destroyer Pope left for Tsing- 
tao this morning and the cruiser 
Marblehead, which was to have re- 
placed the Augusta here, sailed for 
the city later today. Tsingtao is 
397 miles by water north of Shang- 
hai.

First eye-witness accounts of bat- 
tle for Teruel told of fierce fight- 
ing in a blizzard reaching a veloc- 
ity of 50 miles an hour and in bit- 
ter cold.

The communique said insurgents 
made a desperate effort to break 
through the circle around Teruel, 
but all attempts were beaten back 
with heavy losses to the enemy.

Half of $50,000,000 Deposits Has

the liquidation of 880 closed State 


banks—without eacrificing their as- 
sete—were announced today by R.

Holt said there were ap- 
proximately $50,000,000 in deposits 
in the banks when they were taken 
over by the department, and about 
half of that sum had been repaid 
to depositors.

Federal Communications Com- 
., mission Takes Action After 
Many Protests. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 18. — The 

Federal Communications Commis- 

sion ordered the National Broad- 


broadcast of last Sunday night. 
Asserting it had received letters 
complaining the skit was “profane,” 


said it had not prejudged the mat- 
ter but would reserve judgment un- 
til it had the facts. 

The order was contained in a let~ 
ter from Chairman Frank R. Me- 
Ninch to Lenox R. Lohr, president 
of N BC, 

McNinch told Lohr that under 
the law the commission had no 
right to censor broadcasts, but 
called attention to a section for- 
bidding utterance of “obscene, in- 
decent or profane language” by ra- 
dio. The commission, McNinch 
said, was charged with enforce- 
ment of the law. 

“Every person holding a radio 
station license has the legal as 
well as moral duty and obligation 
to protect the public from offensive 
broadcasts,” McNinch wrote. 

A protest against the skit was 
filed with the commission yester- 
day by Representative O’Toole 
(Dem.), New York, who called it 
“filthy and indecent.” 

McNinch wrote Lohr that there 
had been a “marked uniformity of 
thought” in the letters of protest, 
and that the letters bore no evi- 
dence of having been written by 
“cranks or prudes, but by respon- 
sible and intelligent citizens.” 

McNinch said that if. those who 
protested were “substantially cor- 
rect,” he had no hesitancy in say- 
ing that the licenses of the stations 
over which the skit was broadcast 
“were derelict in the discharge of 
their duty.” 

McNinch asked the company to 
furnish an exact transcript of the 
Adam and Eve feature, the elec- 
trical transcription of the skit, a 
copy of the contract covering the 
broadcast between the sponsor, the 
Chase & Sanborn Co., and N B C, 
and the names of ‘stations which 
reproduced the program.

School opens its classes to children 
from other schools who have suf- 
fered fractured legs or have been 
otherwise temporarily disabled. 
They are able to keep up with their 
education by taking advantage of 
such conveniences at this institu- 
tion as the bus transportation sys- 
tem, the use of ramps instead of 
steps and the presence of attend- 
ants. ‘ 

Intelligence of the student body 
compares favorably with the nor- 
mal findings for children, as shown 
by charts prepared by Principal C.

783, and a drop of 7.9 per cent un- 
der the $75,506,623 in November a 
year ago. Last month’s total, with 
the exception of January, 1937, was 
the smallest since February, 1936. 

The New York aggregate for No- 
vember at $19,388,948 compared with 
$30,051,768 in the preceding month, 
a loss of 35.5 per cent. The October 
total was unduly swelled by permits 
for three large building projects.

There are three tests for the 
ideal tree: It should hold its needles 
for at least a week after it is 
brought indoors; the branches 
should be distinctive and stiff 
enough to hold ornaments well; and 
the foliage should be dense enough 
to provide a real evergreen back- 
ground to the gay decorations the 
tree must bear. 

The tree that best fills these re- 
quirements is the balsam fir. It is 
also the most common Christmas 
tree because of its pleasing odor. 
Second place goes to the spruces, 
particularly the Norway — spruce 
grown in plantations and the na- 
tive red spruce from the Adiron- 
dacks. Of all the evergreens, he says 
he would put hemlock last on the 
list for the holiday season, be- 
cause its needles drop almost as 
soon as the tree is brought in- 
doors. 

Pines have their devotees, par- 
ticularly a plantation-grown com- 
pact Scotch pine, with needles that 
bear a suggestion of silver. Native 
white pine and red cedar are not 
so satisfactory. 


Place Thermostat 
To Control Heat 


Practicality, rather than beauty, 
should guide the location of a ther- 
mostat. Unless it is wisely located, 
the heating of a house will not be 
properly controlled, 

A thermostat should be located 
on an inside wall, in a spot where 
it is protected from drafta caused 
by fireplaces, stairways, or the 
opening of outside doors. It is 
generally placed at a height of ap- 
proximately 5 feet, but recently 
some authorities have recommend- 
ed 3 feet as a more desirable height, 
because it is in this zone that a 
person is more sentive to tempera- 
ture

Decorative Greens 
Give Holiday Air 


One pleasant duty of the Christ- 
mas season is to plan and construct 
greens to be used throughout the 
home, 

Wreaths for the windows and on 
the doors to welcome guests, gar- 
lands over the fireplace or on the 


bannister in the hall, evergreen 
balls, table decorations, and infor- 
mal bouquets enriched by soft 
lights add cheer obtainable in no 
other way, she explains. 

All members of the family, both 
grown-ups and children, can help 
to decorate the home, first by plan- 
ning the decorations and then in 
pleasant hours together to make 
the pieces to be used. 

Decorations should be planned to 
harmonize with the furnishings in- 
doors and with the buildings out- 
doors. Some restraint should be 
used. Because holly and other ev- 
ergreens are Christmas-like is no 
reason why they should be suspend- 
ed from every lighting fixture and 
picture frame; a few boughs ar- 
ranged in a vase or jar give a more 
pleasing and orderly appearance. 

In very. formal houses, conserva- 
tive decorations are more effective 
than they are in the simpler type 
of home where informality is the 
keynote, 


Water Proofing of 
Cellar Important 


Before starting construction on 
a house the quality of the soil and 
its drainage should be studied 
thoroughly.

The central conditioning syst 
has certain advantages over humidi- 
fying radiators in that it will do a 
complete job of winter condition- 
ing. Besides supplying the required 
amount of humidity, the central 
conditioner also will introduce fresh 
outside air as required, it will clean 
the air and will provide a stimulat- 
ing circulation of air. 

The central conditioner may be 
part of the boiler and housed in the 
same streamlined jacket or it may 
be placed away from the boiler, 
whichever happens to be most con- 
venient. 

The central conditioning system 
operates independently of the house 
thermostat thus providing a con- 
tinuous flow of clean and humidi- 
fied air even at such times when 
no heat is required. Operation of 
the heating plant independently of 
the conditioner makes it possible 
to exercise more positive control 
over heating as well as humidifica- 
tion, preventing over-heating and 
over-humidification, as well as mak- 
ing the entire system more flexible 
and responsive. 

* 


The other method of humidifying 
the atmosphere is to replace one 
of the radiators in any one of the 
first floor rooms with a special hu- 
midifying: type of radiator enclosed 
in a handsome cabinet. 

The unit consists of cast iron pans 
into which water is permitted to 
flow from the house plumbing sys- 
tem. The flow of water is auto- 
matically regulated by a float valve. 
As the cast iron sections become 
heated by the heating medium, 
which may be either steam or hot 
water, the water is evaporated, The 
humidified air naturally finds its 
way to the other rooms in the 
house. At the same time the unit 
heats the room in which it is lo- 
cated. 

, . s * 

Another type of room conditioner 
might be described as a cross be- 
tween the humidifying radiator and 
the central conditioner. While it 
takes the place of one of the ra- 
diators in the house, it also oper- 
ates somewhat like a central condi- 
tioning system in that it cleans and 
circulates the air. The cleaning and 
circulation is accomplished by a 
motor-propelled fan which blows 
the air gently through a filter which 
removes dust and dirt. 

All this equipment is subject to 
accurate control. This is important 
because if too much humidity is 
introduced into a house it will con- 
dense on the outside walls and un- 
der the attic with the possibility 
that the plaster may be loosened. 

The limiting factor in the intro- 
duction of humidity is the construc- 
tion of the house. A well-insulated 
house equipped with storm windows 
and storm doors will “stand” more 
humidity than a poorly insulated 
house. Inasmuch as no two houses 
are alike, it is important to have 
humidification equipment which, 
although fully automatic, neverthe- 
less is subject to accurate control. 


Paint May Be Used 
For Brick Houses 


Brick is a suitable background 
for paint and will hold such a 
finish for years, when high-quality 
exterior paints are used. For this 
purpose, a portland cement pdint 
or a lead and oil paint may be 
used successfully. 

New brick structures should be 
allowed to dry for several months 
if lead and oil paints are to be 
used. The use of a priming coat, 
containing a very substantial 
amount of high-grade exterior spar 
varnish, to act as a sealing film, 
does away with suction spots and 
alkali effect which might appear 
otherwise. 

No special treatment is needed, 
as a rule, when old brick buildings 
are to be painted, but when the 
mortar between the bricks is crum- 
bling the joints should be pointed 
up. Efflorescence of water-soluble 
salts often appears on unpainted 
prick. These salts are mainly com- 
pounds of calcium, brought to the 
surface by absorbed rain water. 
Dry brushing or a scrubbing with 
water will generally remove this 
efflorescence. 


‘Linoleum Breaks 


If a fragment is broken from the 
edge of a linoleum rug, cut a piece 
of cloth larger than the break, 
cover it with glue and slip it under 
the break in the rug. Insert the 
fragment and weigh it in place until 
the glue dries. For ease of clean- 
ing and attractiveness, incidentally, 
linoleum should be frequently lac- 
quered, shellacked or varnished, 
then waxed. Never apply a new 
coating of any of these materials 
over wax. Be sure to remove all 
traces of the old wax with turpen- 
tine.

Valve Insert Machine 
in Ford Plant Works 
at 312 Below Zero 


Liquid air refrigerators operat- 
ing at 312 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit form the 
heart of automatic machines which 
lock valve insert rings into Ford 
V-8 engine blocks at the rate of 
1320 rings an hour. 

With three of the machines run- 
ning while production of 1938 Ford 
V-8 cars and trucks gathers speed, 
nearly 4000 engines can be fitted 
with valve seat inserts in every 
eight-hour working shift. ~ 

The insert rings, made of a spe- 
cial tungsten-alloy steel, are tised 
in the exhaust ports of Ford en- 
gines because of their resistance to 
high temperatures and to the cor- 
rosive effects of exhaust gases. 
Their use makes valve grinding un- 
necessary except at rare intervals, 

The rings, before they are “froz- 
en” by the liquid air in the refrig- 
erator, are .0045 inch larger than 
the recesses in the block. They 
contract .005 inch while in the in- 
tense cold of the refrigerator, so 
slip easily into place: As they re- 
turn to normal temperature, the ex- 
pansion wedges them tightly and 
permanently into the block, 


Body Testing Machine. 
Can Shake Car to Pieces 
In the testing laboratories of the 

Packard Motor Car Co. a new ma- 
chine which has just been com- 
pleted is capable of literally shak- 
ing any automobile to pieces. It is 
called the “body rack” for it was 
designed primarily to test the 
strength of bodies. 

A car is elevated on steel tracks 
-and heavy steel arms at each cor- 
ner of ihe machine are fastened to 
the hubs of the wheels. The lower 
ends of the arms are fastened ec- 
centrically to steel wheels driven 
by electric motors. 

As the wheels revolve the steel 
arms raise and lower the car 
wheels. They are so operated that 
each corner of the car is given an 
upward jolting thrust, alternatingly. 
Speed of the jolts can be changed, 
and’ by lengthening or shortening 
the eccentricity the height to which 
any corner of the car is jolted can 
be changed independently of the 
others.

TENNIS MEET MAY BE 
PLAYED ON CLAY COURT 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 18.—The 
National Intercollegiate tennis 
championships at the Merion Crick- 
et Club next year will probably be 
played on clay, instead of grass 
courts. 

Joseph W. ‘Wear of Philadelphia, 
first vice-president of the U. S. 
lawn Tennis Association, said to- 
day that a recommendation ap- 
proving the change would probably 
be adopted by the U. S. L. T. A. at 
its annual meeting in Miami, Fia. 

Wear, attending the annual meet- 
ing of the Middle States Lawn Ten- 
nis Association, said the collegians 
want to play on clay because there 
are, he said, no grass courts west 
of the Alleghenies or south of the 
Mason-Dixon line. 

' Robert Schmertz of Pittsburgh 
_j}urged the association to “co r- 
ate as much as possible with public 
park players.” > 

“The East,” Schmertz said, “due 

to better facilities, is beginning to

That was the 
last time she ever worked the 
racket at one laundry in town! 
“What a customer gets back from 
the laundry may not always. be 
hers,” the laundry manager contin- 
ued, “but it is what we received 
from her, and she doesn't need to 
blame us for a handkerchief marked 
with some other woman’s initials, 
which came out of her husband's 
pocket. One customer complained 
to us that strange towels had come 
back in her bundle. We assured her 
that they were the ones she had 
sent us, but she refused to be con- 
vinced. . Finally she recalled that 
she had brought some flowers back 
from a club in the Ozarks and 
around the stems had wrapped a 
couple of the club’s towels. The 
mystery was solved amicably. 

“Lots of times women think we 
have lost articles when -as a matter 
of fact we never received them,” 
he went on. “They won't go to the 
trouble to make out lists—not more 
than 5 per cent of the bundles that 
come in here have been listed be- 
fore they left the home. Often the 
mistress of the household doesn't 
get up the laundry at.all. She 
doesn’t like to handle soiled things 
any more than we do, I figure.

any kind of housekeeper she would 
know what the facts of the matter 
were.

So she goes to the linen closet, 
takes a haphazard look at the 
shelves, and decides right off that 
a bedspread or a towel is missing, 
and we must’be the guilty party.” 

The woman who won't look over 
her bundle soon after it comes 
home from the laundry is another 
pain’ in the neck to this laundry 
manager. “We had a woman in 
here some time ago,” he related, 
“with a pair of curtains that were 
full of tiny little holes, In no un- 
certain terms she denounced us for 
using harsh chemicals that had rid- 
died them. When we questioned 
her she admitted that she had sent 
them to us late in the spring and 
had not opened the package until 
fall. It was no use trying to ex- 
plain to her that over the summer 
all kinds of bugs might have got- 
ten into them, and that, further- 
more, they were made of a material 
that deteriorates in extreme heat.”

ENTION of curtains reminded 
Main of still another sore sub- 
ject. “We are in the curtain 
season right now, perhaps you 
didn't realize. Every housekeep- 
er in St. Louis, it looks like, 
wants her curtains clean (for 


Christmas. That’s O. K. But why 


didn’t they think of it a little soon- 
er? We would have to have a staff 
four times the present size to han- 
dle the curtains that come in here 
during this peak season. I, for one, 
won't go out and employ inferior 
operators to meet the increased vol- 
ume. I can’t afford to take the risk 
with inexperienced labor. I would 
rather lose the customer’s business 
any day. ; 

“And while we are on the sub- 
ject, ‘most customers have no con- 
ception of the time involved in 
‘laundry work. The time it takes 
the driver to call for and deliver a 
bundle, in Kirkwood, for instance. 
In bad weather, travel is always 
slower. Trucks balk, streets and 
walks are slippery, and drivers 
can’t run up and down icy steps as 
they do in mild weather. Sure; we 
can turn out a bundle of laundry 
in a few hours, if someone stays 
right with it. But that kind of 
service costs—and few women are 
willing to pay for it. They expect 
of us the kind of individual atten- 
tion they get from a washwoman in 
their own basement. If we pick up 
a bundle on Monday morning they 
can’t see why they don't get it

A singular injustice noted by the authors, 
one that amounts to a refinement of cruelty, 
is the fact that the very lowest income group 
bears a heavier burden of taxes than the 
group next above it. Thus, the Illinois farm 
family with an income of $500 a year pays 
11 to 16 per cent of it in taxes, while the 
Iilinois farmer with $2000 a year pays an 
estimated 8 per cent in taxes. Approximate- 
ly the same ig true as hetween the $1000 year 
wage earner and the wage earner with $2000 
a year.

‘and-earn so little that existence is only just 
possible. 


Wives, Husbands, Fathers, 

All Unmistakably Sincere. 

A number of letters are from wives who 
write to tell of the difficulties their husbands 
have encountered in seeking work. Letters 
come from mill towns, unsigned, with the 
postscript that if the writer’s name were 
known, the husband or father would lose the 
little work he now has—you can’t make com- 
plaints if you live in-a mill town, a company 
town. 

In some letters there is a remarkable hu- 
mor, men who can grin over the very desper- 
aténess of their plight—a peculiarly Ameri- 
can kind of humor; and then there is the 
usual run of letters from cranks and fanatics 
who offer a cure-all for®the ills of the world. 
But they are rare. Most of these letters are 
a plea for help, expressed with unmistakable 
sincerity, without benefit of rhetoric, just as 
these people would speak. They are scrawled 
on cheap lined paper with a blurred pencil 
or they are painstakingly typed out on a type- 
writer that has seen better days. 

The proportion of letters that come from 
small businessmen who tell of their despair- 
ing efforts. te keep going is interesting. Less 
surprising is the number of letters that come 
from older men who tell of a fruitless search 
for work, Above all one is impressed, going 
through several hundred of these letters, by 
the sanity—yes, the ufiderstanding—the ¢com- 
mon sense—that is in them. This goes with 
‘a patience. and a tolerance that is incred- 
ible, For the most part the writers are com- 
paratively inarticulate, they express them- 
. with difficulty on paper. Yet here and 
‘there is an educated person whose business 
it has been to deal with words. One of the 
letter writers has an M, A, degree from Har- 
vard and a law degree. from New York Uni- 
versity. 

Man, Wife, Four Children; 
54 Hours a Week for $12. 

Here is a letter from Chicago from that 
grimy section of the South Side through which 
the L perpetually roars: 

“Mr. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
“Kind Sir 
“In segards to this Report Card-I neceived 


yesterday. I am a man of a family. 
my wife & 4 children to care for & my salary 
is so small I can’t get by on it. I put in full 
time. 
work 54 hours a week. 
& I am willing to work at anything that I can 
make a nice living by. 
& came to the city & am in hard luck. I 
haven’t ever been on the Relief or any other 
except hard labor & if you can by any chance 
get me a steady job I will highly appreciate 
| agg 


In this letter, as in those that follow, I 


have not altered the language or punctuation 
except where it has seemed important to an 
understanding of the meaning. Here is an 
excerpt from a long letter written by a woman 
in a small town in North Dakota: 


“We are in great need for coals. And also 


‘some. clothing for my four school childrens. 


And I have writeen to every place I know 
alredy. I am trying 6 weaks long alredy. 
And can’t git no help. I have my children 2 
weaks out of school yet. White the weather 
is awful cold. With one feat snow on the 
ground already. We are a big family. Seven 
in the family. And four of them are going 
to school. The oldest boy is 12 years of age. 
The second 11 of age. Third 8 years. Fourth 
one 6 years old. The baby one year old. And 
my man 40 of age, and he is not quite well. 
He got something like esma. And so am I 
too. I also must have some medicins. And 
doctor treatments. And my man works on 
W. P. A. and‘ earns $40 a month. And we 
have no other income besides. 


“Our children are all small can’t work yet. 
And we have quite a bit expensive too. We 
pay $5 a month for house rent. And I must 
have $2 worth medicines a month. Also 
should have extra. And so the baby teo. And 
we spent $18 for some hay for our cow... 

“Oh my dear friend : am sure if you did 
see those poor kids coming along with these 
poor clothings I bet you would do something 
for them. They have no underwears. n0 
overalls. no shirts, no shoes. no caps. no 
coats. And so on. Its no wonder that they 
have such a terrible cough. . « It is awful 
cold here. the windows are frozen al- 
ready .<'s 

It goes on, details about the children’s 
coughing, about the condition of the only 
shoes they have left, about the bed clothing 
which is worn so thin that it no longer has 
warmth. If only she can make someone un- 
derstand, someone realize, then there will be 
help, something will be done. That is the tone 
which runs through this four-page closely- 
written scrawl. 

Here is part of a letter from “two young. 
ladies” —they both sign it—in Concord, Mass., 
the home of Thoreau and BHmerson where 
is still something of the peace that Thoreau 
described in ““‘Walden”: 

“There are two young men, in which we 
are interested, badly in need of jobs. They

Every city and village and town, as well 
as all the factories and banks and depart- 
ment stores and many of the sm-ll shops 
and private homes, display banners or scrolls 
with the slogan “Long live the army.” “Pray 
for the Emperor and the army that they 
may be victorious.” These slogans are near- 
ly all alike. They have been standardized, 
and one has to get the approval of the army 
before they can be used. It is not surpris- 
ing, therefore, that to an Occidenta: a great 
deal of the patriotic demonstrations appear 
to be mechanical rather than spontaneous 
and from the. heart. Occasionally at railway 
stations one sees a genuinely demonstrative 
send-off, such as one would meet with in 
Great Britain or America under similar cir- 
cumstances, but generally the waving of flags 
and the shouting of “Banzais’’ seem to lack 
spontaneity. 


War News Distorted. 


At the beginning of the war the princi- 
pal of a certain middle school addressed his 
students in this wisé: “If this conflict be- 
tween our country and China you do not 
know the actual facts. Do not ask me, be- 
cause I do not know the actual facts; nor 
does your father know, nor your brothers, 
We only know what our Government wants 
us to know-and wants us to believe.” Very 
few would dare to be so candid. This state- 
ment is as true today as at the beginning 
of the war, The war news is distorted te 
the degree of absurdity. In reading the dai- 
ly papers one would never suppose that the 
Chinese met with any successes at all, or 
that Japanese troops had any reverses. Fur- 
thermore, the communiques from the front 
are usually most extravagant and exagzgerat- 
ed in their claims. 


For instance, an air raid on one of the 
more important airdromes of China was re- 
ported to have resulted in the complete de 
struction of the air-field, together with all 
the planes. They did not seem to note any 
discrepancy in a communique on the follow- 
ing day to the effect that the same airdrome 
had again been raided and again been com- 
pletely demolished and all the planes de 
stroyed. When a certain regiment on the 
Shanghai front pushed back Chinese troops 
for a distance of 200 or 300 yards the com- 
munique would give the impression that the 
heroic Japanese were “chasing” the demoral- 
ized Chinese troops. We who have lived here 
in Shanghai during the war know that re 
sistance by the Chinese was too great for 
any Japanese forces. at any time to have

A Bewildered People. 


During the three weeks I was in Japan 
Gen, Chiang Kai-shek was reported to have 
resigned, to be leaving for America, to have 
gone into retirement to Nanchang, to have 
been displaced in his command by the Mili- 
tary Council. The Chinese troops (it was 
said) were entirely demoralized. The only 
way they could get the Chinese to fight was 
by chaining them to their guns. The Chinese 
in North China welcomed the Japanese troops 
with open arms and asked them to help them 
to establish a government of their own—and 
so On ad nauseam. 


This reckless propaganda, of course, is like- 
ly to be a boomerang. The Japanese people 
are wondering why the Chinese do not sue 
for peace since they have been so thorough- 
ly and consistently defeated on all sides. In 
fact, it seems to bewilder the Japanese why 
the Chinese are so stupid as to continue to 
fight against the valiant and undefeatable 
Japanese armies. It is not surprising that 
the exaggerated valor and skill of Japanese 
airmen have created the widespread opinion 
that there are no airmen in the world the 
‘equal of the Japanese end that no military, 
fortifications can withstand their bombing.

HERE are three causes for the short- :

Nothing has occurred in the course of the long 
debate over the bill to alter these convictions, 
We referred to the proposed creation of a five-man 
board to fix, within certain limitations, maximum 
hours and minimum wages in iadustry. This was the 
administrative method carried in the bill as it passed 
the Senate. As changed in the House, the bill pro- 
vided for a one-man administrative agency within 
the Department of Labor. The change was a 
matter of detail. Whether enforced by one man 
or by five, the Black-Connery plan would entail the 
appointment of an army of Federal inspectors. It 
would impose on the country a new and towering 
bureaucracy, onc that would be destined to fall, we 
believe, of its own weight. 

That belief is confirmed by the extent and the 
character of the opposition to the bill. Industry, 
in the main, was against it. There was fiery 
opposition in the South, where the bill was seen as 
an effort to hamper Southern industry to the advan- 
tage of the North. Farm organizations, believing 
that the bill would cut the purchasing power of the 
farmer’s dollar, were in the forefront of the opposi- 
tion. Organized labor was either hostile to the 
bill or markedly lukewarm in support of it. It 
excited no enthusiasm on the part of the great 
numbers of workers who would have been outside 
the fold of its protection.

In practice, 
however, more options are open 
to him than to others, and the 
effect of tax policies on his de- 
cisions is generally both the most 
powerful and more direct. 

“By imposing an income tax on 
profits, the Government claims a 
share in the winnings without of- 
fering to share in the losses. The 
result is something like an unfa- 
vorable shift in the gambling 
odds, and it may be enough to 
deter the investor.” 


This is especially true, it states, 
on “high-risk” ventures. 

The use of taxation to accomplish 
general social aims is not favored 
by the aufhors, although many av- 
thorities contend that, under the 
Federal Constitution, many of 
those aims can legally be attained 
through no other avenue. Even 
taxation, for such purposes, has le- 
gal limits, as the Supreme Court 
pointed out in holding the Agricul- 


tional, 

In any event, the authors hold 
that taxation, as a measure of so- 
cial control, is “a crude method.” 
They emphasize that the difficul- 
ties of devising a sound tax system 
for the sole purpose of raising reve- 
nue are already enormous, without 
complicating them by the addition 
of another pr aim. 

To illustrate its clumsiness as an 
instrument of social control, they 
consider the possible use of taxa- 
tion as a means of redistributing 
wealth. Most wealth, they point 
out, is not money, but land, build- 
ings, equipment and other physical 
things.

Almost always there had 
been some period in their lives 
when their food had been inad- 
quate. 

In most of the children, Dr. Het- 
ler pointed out, the fruit and vege- 
table intake—except for potatoes, 
apples and bananas—was very low. 
All the patients usually ate lim- 
ited quantities of meat, eggs and 
milk, either because of income, 
prejudice or preference. They also 
did not eat enough citrus fruits and 
tomatoes and their dining hours 
were irregular. 

After they had been told what 
and how te eat, there was improve- 
ment in the condition of the nose, 
sinuses and ears in three to six 
months, he declared. 

“Children often show marked 
improvement in their nutrition con- 
dition if they have dinner at 4:30 
instead of at 6 or 7 with the fam- 
ily,” he wrote. “A lunch after 
school often interferes with the ap- 
petite for dinner and the lurch is 
seldom a satisfactory meal.” 


The public still considers scarlet 
fever a menace to life and hearing, 
a belief not at all justified by the 
character of the disease as its exists 
today, Dr. Jean V. Cooke of the 
Washington University; pediatrics 
department wrote in the Annals of 
Internal Medicine. 

In the last 50 years the occur- 
rence of scarlet fever has increased, 
but mortality has dropped, he 
pointed out. The most probable ex- 
planation is that during this period 
there has been an increasing per- 
centage of very mild infections, he 
continued. Normal mortality is 
about 2 per cent. 

Evidence that scarlet fever is 
caused by a hemolytic streptococ- 
cus infection is convincing, Dr. 
Cooke wrote. It has become in- 
creasingly evident, moreover, that 
streptococci capable of producing 
the disease are very widely distrib- 
uted, he added. 


About 20 per cent of patients with 
allergy also complained of ear dis- 
orders, Dr. L. W. Dean, Dr. J. 5S.

Missionaries, business men and 
tourists, of course, are in almost the 
same status as natives if they per- 
sist in remaining in a battle area, 
especially after they have rejected 
safe conduct out of the country. 
Consular and other governmental 
representatives, however, are ex- 
pected to remain at their posts as 
long as possible. The families of 
most of these Americans have been 
removed to safe areas, according to 
reports received here. 

The Chinese Government Year 
Book for 1935 listed 8635 Americans 
as living in the country. Tourists, 
naturally, were not included in this 
number. By Oct. 29 of this year, 
4561 Americans had been evacuated, 
the State Department reported, 
leaving 5802 still in China. Geo- 
graphically, these were distributed 
as follows: 

Shanghai, 2293; Peiping-Tientsin 
area, 1055; Chefoo-Tsingtao area, 
676; Yangtze River ports and in- 
terior, 1156; Foochow-Amoy-Swatow 
area, 216; Kwangtung, Kwangsi, 
Kwechow provinces and Hainan Is- 
land, 406.. Many of those in the 
war areas are known to have left 
for safer parts of the country, but 
the State Department is without re- 
ports as to the number of those 
who have taken this precaution. 


Hull’s Letter to McReynolds. 
Warnings were issued to these 
persons from Washington with the 
beginning of the present Japanese 
invasion, and they were emipha- 
sized last August. In a letter to 
Chairman McReynolds of the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, Sec- 
retary of State Hull wrote: 

“The Department of State and 
American diplomatic and consular 
officers in China have from the 
beginning of the present conflict 
between China and Japan urged 
that American citizens in China, be- 
cause of the dangers incident to 
continued residence there, with- 
draw, and the American Govern- 
ment has facilitated in every way 
possible an orderly and safe re- 
moval of American citizens from 
areas where there is special danger. 
Furthermore, the department is not 
for the present issuing passports 
valid for travel to and in China 
save in certain exceptional circum- 
stances.” 

This letter was dated Dec. 6, and 
on Dec. 8, the department issued a 
general announcement that George 
Atcheson Jr., second secretary of 
the Embassy, in charge at Nanking, 
had reported that he felt the Em- 
bassy had done everything possible 
for the Americans in that city. 
This announcement said 18 Amer- 
icans, including three women, were 
ashore at Nanking and that the 
Panay had offered to take aboard 
every American. The Embassy, the 
announcement continued, had urged 
the Americans to board the Panay.

Also, there 
are naval vessels of the United 
States in Chinese waters. These 
vessels form a part of the United 
States Asiatic fleet based on Ma- 
nila, and the distribution and move- 
ments of these vessels are under the 
control of the commander-in-chief 
of that fleet. Normally, except in 
times of trouble in which American 
lives and property are endangered, 
these vessels, with the exception of 
a few small gunboats on the Yang- 
tze River and in South China wa- 
ters, cruise between Chinese ports 
and the Philippine Islands. 

“The authority for stationing na- 
val vessels of the United States in 
Chinese waters is found in the 
Chinese-American treaty of 1858 and 
in somewhat similar provisions of 
treaties between China and other 
foreign powers, which provisions 
inure to the benefit of the United 
States through most-favored-nation 
treatment. 

“American armed forces in Chi- 
na are there for the protection of 
American nationals, 
against mobs or other uncontrolled 
elements. They have no mission 
of aggression. It has been the 
desire and the intention of the 
American Government to remove 
these forces when performance of 
their function of protection ig no 
longer called for, and such remains 
its desire and expectation. During 
the current situation of emergency 
in China, these forces have ren- 
dered important service in protect- 
ing the lives of American nation- 
als, together with and including 
our diplomatic and consular es- 
tablishments, and in making pos- 
sible the maintenance of uninter- 
rupted communications with our 
nationals and our diplomatic and 
consular establishments in the 
areas involved.” 

The treaty of 1858 referred to 
by Secretary Hull was designed 
among other things to protect 
American nationals and their prop- 
erty from Chinese pirates. Section 
IX of this pact gives the American 
Government certain rights “among 
the ports open for trade,” for “the 
protection of the commerce of their 
country or the advancement of sci- 
ence.” 

“Ports open for trade” has been 
interpreted to include river ports. 
This section further provides: 

“In case any American vessel 
shall be pillaged or captured by 
pirates on the seas adjacent to the 
coast, without being shipwrecked, 
the national vessels of the United 
States shall pursue said pirates and 
if captured deliver them over for 
trial and punishment.” 

U. 8S. Naval Guns in Action. 

An instance in which American 
naval guns—on the Yangtze by vir- 
tue of this treaty—went into action 
was referred to in St. Louis Tues- 
day night by Yakichiro Suma, 
Counselor of the Japanese embassy, 
in an address at Washington Uni- 
versity. 

The incident occurred at Nanking 
on March 2, 1927, after the city 
had fallen into the hands of Chiang 
Kai-shek’s Cantonese army. The 
Kuomintahg forces were utterly 
without discipline and looting and 
rioting went on before the arrival of 
the Nationalist commander. The 
American, British and Japanese 
consulates were pillaged. 

John K. Davis, the United States 
Consul, led a small party of Amer- 
icans, including his wife and their 
two children and 12 marines, to ref- 
uge in the Standard Oil Co. plant 
on Socony Hill. However, the 
Americans again were soon under 
attack there. Just as the Chinese 
were storming the plant wall, a 
rocket was set off. It was the sig- 
nal for help from Rear Admiral 
Hough. A barrage of naval shells 
enabled the small party to reach 
the river front and safety aboard a 
British war vessel. 

Gunboats for River Patrol. 

The river gunboats, such as the 
Panay, are shallow draft craft, 
all under 500 tons, for the patrol 
of the rivers. They were built in 
China and. are too light for ocean 
operation, They usually carry three 
officers and 55 enlisted men.

“useless,” since they would be un- 
able’ to withstand an aerial attack 
by the Japanese “eagles.” 
Since the Japanese armies, ac- 
cording to the Japanese newspa- 
pers, have been so completely vic- 
torious, it is natural for newspa- 
pers to discuss peace terms. One 
of the more influential papers af- 
firmed that the peace terms must 
include the following: An indemnity 
of at least 4,500,000,000 yen (if the 
war is prolonged this amount, of 
course, would be greatly increased), 
which is to cover the actual war 
expenses of the Government, plus 
a pension for the families of dead 
soldiers, and an indemnity for Jap- 
anese property destroyed, Further- 
more, a certain amount of Chinese 
territory must be surrendered to Ja- 
pan as a constant warning to China 
of the consequences of refusing to 
accept Japanese co-operation and 
not to be insincere again. ‘“Sin- 
cerity” was defined by a Japanese 
high-school boy as being “hum- 
ble and obedient.” 
Fear of Russia Built Up. 
There is no doubt, however, that, 
with the exception of one small 
group, the whole nation is thorough- 
ly behind the Government, the 
army, and the navy in the present 
conflict. I found that the main 
agency whereby the Government 
has been able to mobilize the na- 
tion-wide support is fear—the fear 
Communism. The Government 
has been able to convince the peo- 
ple that China is Communist and 
has a secret understanding with 
ussia—that, in fact, Russia is 
rendering material help 
in the form of providing 


, 


the foundations for this fear are 
groundless, 

Many people in Japan at present 
look on Russia, instead of China, as 
the major enemy. They are certain 
that war with Russia is unavoid- 
able. Japan has at the present 
time 100,000 troops at the northern- 
most point of the main island in 
readiness. It is currently believed 
that Japan has sent its best troops 
into Manchoukuo and is holding in 
readiness its most effective re 
serves; the men whose age is in the 
twenties and early thirties have not 
been called to the colors. 

Some of my Japanese friends ex- 
pressed amazement at this. One 
university professor, about 40 years 
of age, said to me: “I cannot un- 
derstand it. All my old friends of 
approximately my age are being 
mobilized, while the younger men 
remain in civilian employ. We are 
convinced that our Government is 


| holding these younger reserves for 


fighting Russia when that inevi- 
table occasion arises.” 
Japan and the Emperor. 

It is difficult for one who has not 
thoroughly acquainted himself with 
Japanese backgroun to realize 
how potent is this fear of Commu- 
nism which has gripped the Japa- 
nese nation. Historically speaking, 
it is impossible to separate the 
Japan as a nation from his Imperial 
Majesty the Emperor. Without an 
Emperor there simply could be no 
Japan—at least not Japan as it 
has existed in the past and as it is 
today—and yet Communism and an 
Emperor are mutually exclusive. 

Japan has not yet fully recovered 
from the scare which it got at the 
attempted “coup d’etat” in Febru- 
ary, 1936. From various sources I 
was told that the purpose of the 
February demonstration was to 
place Prince Chichibu on the 
throne. He is tremendously popu- 
lar with the army. The present 
Emperor was not to be deposed, 
but he was to be put into retire- 
ment. I was told that the Japa. 
nese “Mussolini” who was to gov- 
ern under the new administration 
was dressed in his ceremonial robes 
waiting to receive the summons 
from the Emperor, who would in- 
form him that he was entrusting 
to him the formation of the new 
government and was prepared to 
follow his advice. The summons 
never came! That such an upris- 
ing was at all possible has itself 
been sufficient to convince the most 
thoughtful Japanese that a revo- 
lution against the existing Govern- 
ment is not an idle fancy, What 
almost succeeded in February, 1937, 
might be entirely successful in 1938 
or 1939, though the next time it 
might be a revolution of the Left. 

I discussed with a number of 
people the possibilities of a revo- 
lution in Japan as a result of the 
prolonged military activities in 
China, which would be sure to cre~ 
ate economic distress in Japan, 
Few, however, saw any possibility 
of such an event. 3

Place in History 


MARCUS WHITMAN, M. D., PIONEER 
AND MARTYR. By Clifford Merrill

ORE in the form of a. scien- 
M uitic thesis than of a biog- 

raphy, Dr. Drury sets down a 
wealth of evidence concerning the 
part played by Marcus Whitman in 
American history. 

A subject of heated debate by 
his biographers, Marcus Whitman 
is briefly mentioned in history as 
“the man who saved Oregon.” 
Spurred on by an intense religious 
zeal, he opened the first wagon trail 
to the great Northwest. His wife, 
Narcissa, was the first white wom- 
an to cross the mountains to the 
Oregon territory. There they 
founded and built a Presbyterian 
mission at a point only a few miles 
from the present campus of Whit- 
man College, Walla Walla, Wash- 
ington. There the Whitmans and 
twelve others were killed by In- 
dians Nov. 29, 1847.

The motives for the famous 
“Whitman's ride” appear to be only 
in part attributable to the patriotic 
impulses of a national expansion- 
ist, However, the fact remains that, 
more than any other person, Mar- 
cus Whitman was responsible for 
the settling of the rich territory 
which, but for his ardor, might 
well have been ceded to Great Brit- 
ain. For this his name deserves a 
large part of the reverence in which 
it is held in the history of the 
American Northwest. 

Dr. Drury’s discussion of the prac- 
tice of medicine and of medical 
schools in the early nineteenth cen- 
tury is of especial interest. The cost 
of a medical education was nom- 
inal, and Whitman, unable to pur- 
sue his first choice, the ministry, 
became a physician. Only because 
of this was he able to embark on 
his missionary expedition, Missou- 
rians will be interested in the ac- 
count of the port of St. Louis in 
the 1830s, the fur trading caravans, 
and the mention of Liberty, Mo., 
then “the farthest point west of 
American civilization.”

F these four books devoted to 

the world's most critical prob- 

lem, war, two deal particularly 
with the phase of greatest concern 
to Americans: staying out of con- 
flicts originating abroad, 

The writers of the first volume 
listed were associated with the Sen- 
ate munitions inquiry. They vig- 
orously criticise this country’s in- 
decisive foreign policy, the Presi- 
dent’s refusal to invoke the Neu- 
trality Act in the Sino-Japanese 
war and the failure of Congress 
to enact a mandatory neutrality 
measure, They find Mr. Roosevelt's 
“quarantine” speech sadly lacking 
in that “he did not even mention 
the possibility of. easing the world 
into'a state of peace by abolishing 
the immediate causes for war.” 

Several alternatives to war are 
offered, one an elaborate plan which 
proves the writers cannot rightful- 
ly be called “isolationists.” They 
suggest that this country join the 
other major Powers in a 25-year 
contract, calling for pooling of colo- 
nies, lower tariffs, loang to the 
“have-not” nations, currency sta- 
bilization, arms limitation and a 
pledge by all signatories to cease 
trade relations with a violator of 
the treaty. Though far less costly 
than war, permanent peace has a 
high price, they point out, 


The second book takes a similar 
view of reforms needed in Ameri- 
can foreign policy, but urgés more 
drastic steps, The writer, a veteran 
in the peace movement, also calls 
for enforcement of the Neutrality 
Act in the Orient, and for freer 
trade as a way to world peace. Then 
appears his major thesis: “The 
transformation of competitive cap- 
italism into a co-operative common- 
wealth is essential to the abolition 
of war.” | 


This, Mr. Page concedes, is far 
off, so he returns to the immediate 
present and asks, “Can the United 
States stay out of another great 
war?” His answer is “Yes, if—”" 
and his conditions also stress the 
high cost of pedce and the heavy 
economic losses incident to strict 
neutrality. As one safeguard, he 
suggests the Government subsidize 
the industries hit hardest by war- 
time embargoes. The volume is 
abundantly documented. 

By contrast with these two books, 
Dr. Vagts, an exiled German his- 
torian, considers the ways of war, 
in a treatise that is a masterpiece 
of wide research. He differentiates 
between the “military way” and 
the “militaristic way.” The first, he 
says, is the science of making war; 
the second, the bureaucracy that 
may dominate a nation and actual- 
ly cripple its wartime efficiency. 
The distinction is made clear by 
the words of a Russian Grand Duke 
who said he hated war “because it 
spoils the armies.” 


The writer respects the rea] sol- 
diers, but he has many harsh words 
for the leeches who absorb a na- 
tion’s substance for their own glori- 
fication. He speaks not from preju- 
dice but as an unbiased scholar 
when he says: “Armies often creat- 
ed insecurity at the time they were 
presumed to be providing security.” 
The work covers the whole period 
of history, from the volunteer ar- 
mies of the ancients to the “to- 
talitarian militarism” of the Fas- 
cist states. 

The last book noted, written by 
a retired American Colonel, is pri- 
marily for the student of military 
science. With the aid of 456 maps 
and diagrams, it gives detailed ac- 
counts of all the land campaigns 
of the World War, including both 
paper plans and actual operations. 
The layman may examine the book 
with profit, for it brings a realiza- 
tion of what a stupendous conflict 
it was, with its vast armies, far- 
flung battle fronts and terrific mor- 
tality. When the reader reflects 
that an even greater conflict ' is 
freely predicted, in which this coun- 
try may be involved, the impact is 
staggering,

HE author of this challenging 
group of essays on the tech- 
nique of dictators suffers an un- 
deserved connotative handicap in 
that both his first and last names 
are reminiscent of the two most re- 
cent Republican Presidents. 
For Mr. Hoover, professor of eco- 
nomics at Duke University, is no 
individualist. His main 
here is that the ability of 
democratic institutions to survive 
depends on their capacity to over- 
come economic depressions, and 
that they are inhibited in this re- 
spect because of constitutional and 
legal restrictions and complexities. 
The book is particularly timely at 
the moment in that it makes quite 
plain the obligation of all friends 
of capitalistic democracy to get

together in an effort to overcome 
the current “recession.” 

All forms of totalitarianism are 
equally repugnant to the author. 
He makes no distinction, as far as 
political liberalism is concerned, be- 
tween the dictatorships at Moscow, 
Rome and Berlin. Each has insti- 
tutionalized terror as an implement 
of rule, and the capitalist is as sure 
to disappear under a Nazi or Fas- 
cist dictatorship as a Communistic 
one, albeit less painfully. 


Because of its unsparing criticism 
of Stalin’s rule, the book will offend 
persons of Soviet sympathies, de- 
spite the final conclusion that what- 
ever chance democracy has to sur- 
vive lies in opposing, rather than in 
attempting to placate or satiate Hit- 
ler and Mussolini, as the English 
Tories would do.

“We have been forced to live in 
hell on earth for the last few 
years,” writes a farmer in Ken- 
tucky. “We are expecting to be 
throwed out of our home in the 
road like dogs.” 

A reflection of this same rural 
want comes in a letter from a 
dentist in a small West Virginia 
town: 

“There are plenty of mouths to 
“fix up,’ and plenty of patients who 
want to have work of the Dental 
Surgeon done. But cannot have it 
done for the simple reason they 
don’t have the money; and dentists 
can’t afford to credit their patients 
who have no assurance of secur- 
ing employment.” 

Older Men More Bitter. 


Perhaps the bitterest complaints 
come from older men. Here is one 
of Franklin Roosevelt’s contempo- 
raries, writing from a village in 
Kansas. He addresses the Presi- 
dent as “Your Excellency”: 

“T am an American citizen of 
your own age and in the firm be- 
lief that you will act consistently 
with what you have told the na- 
tion (about one-third of nation ill- 
housed, ill-nourished, etc., in sec- 
ond inaugural), I am writing you 
this letter.

NEW YORK. 
HAT ancient curse, the 


party game, has taken 
new life in an ultra- 
modern form—the pic- 
ture hunt. It's a little 
like charades, perhaps a 
litle more like the 
scavenger hunt, nothing 
at all like bridge. And 
just now it seems to be 
displacing all the recently fashionable sub- 
stitutes for intelligent conversation. 

It's a boon, say its proponents, to guests 
and hosts alike. It confers just that touch 
of gay lunacy for which the smart hostess 
strives. In convenience and general inter- 
est, it combines the diverse advantages of 
postoffice and cocktdils at the club. It 
spares guests the deadly ordeal of unmiti- 
gated intermingling, takes them out of each 
cther’s and out of the hostess’ hair—and 
more, out of her house—for two or three 
hours at a time. And yet they don’t need to 
spend the evening at it. It leaves ample 
time for the more primitive and permanent 
ameliorations of polite social intercourse, 
such as food, drink and dancing. 

Much more important, of course, it's done 


by the best people—who, fully a genera- 
tion ago, found postoffice much too compli- 
cated and difficult a means for so simple 
an end. Since the picture hunt made its 
bow to society, it has figured in several big- 
seized upon by alert convention entertain- 


' ment committees and is even said to be 


spreading to middle-class homes. It origin- 
ated, according to students of such matters, 
in a benefit party given at the Hotel Pierre 
by Mrs. Katrinka Suydam Roelker of New 
York. 

In charades, if anyone remembers, some- 
body struck a pose and everyone else tried 
to name it. The picture hunt works the 
other way around. The title is given, and 
it's up to the guests to take pictures to fit. 

As in the scavenger hunt, they go in 
pairs. As a matter of fact, they need not 
even “go; an adroit ‘couple can work out 
and pose their photographs right on the 
premises, unless a more adroit hostess has 
provided titles that absolutely force an exit 
—something like “Country Gardens,” or 
“Stadium by Moonlight.” , 

The dizziest titles, of course, bring out 
diszier pictures and make for dizzier and 
better parties. Or duplicete lists of titles 
which may be taken seriously may be pro- 
vided all the contestants, who are then al- 
lowed to draw lots for a separate group, 
one balmy title to each contestant. And a 


really balmy contestant can do wonders, 
sometimes, with a title advanced in all se- 
riousness. 

“Candid” photography, of course, pro- 
vided the origin of the picture hunt, but the 
expensive paraphernalia of the candid cam- 
era man has been found unnecessary. Any 
old camera may be handled with discon- 
certing candor. Picture hunts have been 
won with 98-cent “boxes,” and, on the same 
score, skill or even familiarity with the 
equipment is secondary to “originality.” 
Hosts have found it convenient to hire cam- 
eras, flash bulbs and film for the party, 
sometimes at only the cost of material and 
printing. 

But if skill and equipment are negligible 
items, the contestant may find plenty of im- 
pediment in the subjects required. The 
scavenger hunt was not more replete with 
embarrassing moments. A “tough” list 
may take him into flop houses, down to the 
water front or into a vicarage at midnight. 
But cops, bartenders, milk wagon drivers 
and other uniformed officials havé come to 
regard the participants with the tolerant pity 
they used to grant the “scavengers.” The 
camera. is sesame to formidable doors, 
whether or not the camera man’s compos- 
ure is equal to one enthusiast’s assertion,

HOLLYWOOD, California. 
FRICA is just a movie 
set to Hollywood now. 
The film town that is al- 
ways on the search for 
the colossal from tooth- 
picks to stars went co- 
losscl again when it sent 
one of the largest safaris 
in cinema history into 
‘ . the dark continent. The 
expedition, which included 27 actors and 
technicians from Hollywood as well as 300 
natives, traveled 33,000 miles to get the 
wild animal and native scenes that they 
wanted. 
Those are only a few of a mass of figures 
that dot the African expense account of 
Twentieth Century-Fox. Others include ev- 
erything from 1300 loin cloths that the 
camera man used to adorn the natives to 
meet the demands of the Will Hays office 
to several miles of copper wire that tribes- 
men could twist into ornaments and which 
they demanded as part of their pay. 
“We spent five months in the wild Tang- 
anyika country to shoot one of the greatest 
newspaper scoops of all time,” related Otto 
Brower, the movie director, who led the ex- 
pedition together with Mrs. Martin Johnson, 
the explorer. “For 1300 miles, we followed 
the same route that Henry M. Stanley took 
in 1872 when he set out to find Dr. David 
Livingstone, who had disappeared into the 
jungles. Stanley was a newspaper reporter 
working for James Gordon Bennett. 
“It was the Richard Halliburton story of 
that day—-but with an epic search that sur- 
mounted attacks by savages and wild 
beasts to climax the drama. Stanley ‘found’ 
Livingstone and returned to Nairobi with 
the biggest story of the time.” 
At least Stanley said he found Living- 
stone. Rivals always contended, with some 
truth, that Livingstone found Stanley. 
Adventure far from home runs in the 
blood of Brower who may be in the West 
Indies one month filming exterior scenes for 
some movie, and in Budapest the next 
month. A chunky, dynamic little man, he 
is the traveling ambassador of the Twen- 
tieth Century-Fox Studios. 
Brower is a stickler for realism. That is 
why wiien the studio started production on 


“Stanley and Livingstone,” they sent him as ; 


director with the African safari. 

“We went to film the Africa that Stanley 
and Livingstone knew, exactly as it is,” he 
said. “We followed his autobiography, re- 
tracing almost step for step the route that 
he took. On the very spots where he was 
attacked by natives, we filmed our battle 
scenes, using for many of the sequences 
2500 tribesmen whom we had rounded up 
from villages as far distant as 50 miles. 
Occasionally we had to stop shooting while 
trolley cars and taxis whizsed by. Africa 
The African movie extras proved recalci- 
trant time and again. They didn't want. to 
be paid in money. : 
“When we got several hundred miles 
away from Nairobi, the villagers began de- 
Brower. “Money meant nothing to them. 
They Couldn't spend it. Their medium of 
currency is the cow and goat. 

“We didn't have any cows or goats to 
give them, so we compromised on one cup 
of sugar a day for each extra. We paid 
them high wages in addition, and they took 
the shillings and made necklaces from them. 
“They insisted, too, that we feed them 
meat, since meat is a rarity in their lives. 
To @o this, we had to have at least 100

have anything to trade that they wanted. 
We pleaded with them. We needed meat 
for ourselves, too. Day by day conditions 
grew more and more desperate. 

“They liked us and probably would have 
let us have the cattle, just out of friendship, 
if it hadn't been that for every 10 cows, a 
native can buy a wife. Every tribesman 
was saving his cows up so that he could get 
more wives.and they could do all of his 
work. | 
“We finally made arrangements with a 
British agent at an outpost who promised to 
replace the cows that we took. In other 
words, we just borrowed them.” ! 


OLLYWOOD made quite an impres- 
sion on the villagers. Just as every- 
where else that the movie people 
go. their largesse pleased the half savages. 
Brower and his men had no objections to 
the porters riding on the camera trucks. Al- 


“The camera was a mystery to them, of 
course,” he related. “When we explained 
it to them, though, and told them the story 
of Stanley and Livingstone,’ then they 
couldn't understand why we insisted on 
shooting the same scene over and over. 

“When we used 2500 of the natives in a 
sequence where they piled over a hill top, 
we had to shoot it five. times before we 
got it right. Each time the natives would 
become too anxious and swarm over the 
hill before we were ready. They thought 
anyone was insane to do the same thing 
five times.” 

The tribesmen provided the company with 
ite greatest thrill and worst danger. In 
rounding up the natives, runners were sent 
for miles to distant villages. Ten interpre- 
ters were used to give the runners the 
messages. 


“The interpreters didn't have any qualms 


about rewriting the script for me,” recalled 
Brower. “They did that time and again, 
and when we would catch them, they would 
explain they were only trying to keep tribes-

"This time an interpreter told the chief of 
one village that we were paying lots of 
meat for a real battle. Since there is plenty 
of strong enmity between the tribes, just as 


there was in the days of Stanley and Liv- 
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, grass grew as high asa man. The natives 


set fire to the grass to clear the country ry, 80 
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was attacked by savages. To save the por- 
ters and himself, he set fire to the grass and 
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“It was a different Ujiji from that which 
Stanley saw.” Brower revealed. “It was a 
Ujiji of tin roofs that the natives had made 
out of the discarded gasoline cans of other 
safaris. 

“So after traveling thousands of miles to 
Ujiji, we had to go outside of the town a 
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trek. Brower chose him to play his 
father’s role and he became about the 
most famed native man in Tanganyika. 

“The memory of Stanley and Livingstone 
still burns deeply in Africa,” Brower re 
counted. “Besides hotels and rivers and 
water falls that have been named after 
them, many of the older people of Nairobi, 
who were tiny tots at the time of the search, 
remembered stories that their fathers and 
mothers had told them. 

“The work that Livingstone did is remem 
bered, too, by many of the natives. Well- 
ington and. others spoke with the grectes! 
reverence of Stanley and Livingstone. The 
mention of their names and how we i: 
tended to transform the story to the screen 
worked miracles for us, even among hal/ 
savages who had never seen a movie, but 
who did have a hazy idea of what we were 
trying to do after we showed them photo 
graphs.” 


UT when it came time to film one 
scene, the tribesmen rebelled. 
“That was when we were on the 
edge of the Serengeti piains and were pre 
paring to film sequences showing the sicve 
trade of that era. Stanley met several Arab 
slave parties and always asked if they had 
seen Livingstone. Time and again, they told 
him that they had heard he was dead, bul 
nevertheless Stanley pressed on. 

“We wanted to get such a slave scene [or 
‘one of the dramatic highlights in ‘Stanley 
and Livingstone.. The Waikomc natives 
were hired to work as extras in these %% 
quences. As they are descendants of the 
tribes most abused by the slave traders in 
the old days, they set up a how! when they 


saw the yokes and wooden harnesses thc! — 


we had ready for them. 

“Some of the natives ran away before we 
could explain to them. We finally had ‘& 
send a runner for the nearest British agen! 
who was well liked by the tribesmen. He 
persuaded them that we wouldn't hut 
them. : 

“Once they had been convinced. they 
gave a realistic portrayal of slaves of tho! 
day. They acted half dead and took thei!

‘gthusiasts on skis, attracted by the planes, 
broke a trail to the top of the canyon. 


up the canyon along a trail plowed 
through waistddeep snow by the 
skiers,” McDougall recalled in relating the 
«perience. “About half way up the moun- 
jain side I found Irvine Davies, a United 
Press reporter, lying in the snow. His feet 
were frozen. He had been the first reporter 
io reach the wreck because his bureau man- 
ager had the foresight to station him at an 
inn up the canyon the first day of the hunt, 
but he had made the trip in a business suit 
and oxfords and had suffered for his lack 
@ proper clothing. Davies was carried 
down the mountain to a hospital.” 
There was a question as to which county,

ported, that undertakers from the rival coun- 
tes got into a squabble over the mangled 
bodies. Competitive bids were offered air 
line officials, who were trying to make 
funeral arrangements, and McDougall wit- 
tewed an actual tug-of-war over the body 
of one victim by quarreling undertakers. A

@uline explosion. The quarreling and 
tectening at the scene of death reminded 
very much of a pack of jackals. 
last winter was one of the severest in 
Vach weather history.

The terrain in which the search was con- 
ducted is rough and rugged.

Frank Eastman, 
air line representative in 
charge of the camp, was in 
Salt Lake City that day and 
Postoffice Inspector M. G. 
Wenger deputized and armed 
several of the C CC boys and 
sent them to the scene with 
instructions to keep everyone 
else away from the wreck un- 


the. party set out at 4 a. m. 
Of that experience McDougall 
eaid: 

“Before we were half way 
to the wreck it became ap- 
parent that the husky Wen- 
ger would never make it un- 
der his own power. We tied 
a@ rope around his 200 pounds 

and the 26 other men in the party pulled 

him up. Wenger was game enough, and 
only a lot of will power kept him going. It 
required five hours to make the trip. Wen- 
ger’s concern was over the mail cargo car- 
ried by the plane. He once said—'The big- 
gest story of this whole affair is in that 
mail’—but he would not reveal what he 
meant. I never learned whether the thing he 
was worrying about was found, but it is a 
fact that the crash area was guarded until 
this past October, when early snows forced 
the abandonment of the mountain camp.” 
Reporters and photographers climbing to 
the crash scene had hired boys living in Al- 
pine as runners and camera porters. Mc- 

Dougall shot pictures with a small camera, 

stripped the film in a “dark” bag, loaded it 

into @ capsule made for the purpose and 
tied that toa leg of one of his pigeons. 
“The bird flew a few hundred feet aid 

perched on a rock,” the reporter related: “T 

chased it. swore, threw snowballs, and 

yelled. The bird finally took off into the fog. 

Just for such an emergency I had hired a 

runner too. I sent him scrambling down

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The bottom opered onto a snow bank, which 
was crossed while holding on to ropes. 

The job of digging the wreckage out of 
the 60-foot deep snow drift at the bottom of 
Hogum Canyon proved to be one of back- 


men and the CCC youths. As the weather 
grew warmer in the mountains there were 
frequent slides of snow and rocks. Two 
lookouts were kept on duty above the can- 
yon and their cries of “Rocks” would send 
the searchers below scurrying against the 
perpendicular walls for shelter. 


§ THE slides continued it was neces- 

sary to lower the searchers into the 

canyon on-a steel cable aticched 
to parachute harness from a point on Lake 
Hardy Peak, near where the plane had 
smashed. Eastman and Walter Crews, an 
air line mechanic, made the first descents to 
map the cliff face, and were nearly caught 
by an avalanche. 
A forest ranger, working near the cable 
winch, spotted a piece of the plane's fuse- 
lage sticking out of the snow below. In-two 
days the party dug out one wing and the 
cabin, There was no sign of the seven vic- 
tims. The bottom had been ripped out of the 
fuselage, and those inside had been spilled 
out. It was decided to halt the digging un- 
til the sun had melted more snow. In the 
interim the intrepid Crews browsed along 
the face of the cliff, slung in his parachute 
harness, and gathered mail, which he 
stuffed into a bag carried over his shoulder. 
He could not be seen by those operating 
the hoisting winch because of the overhang- 
ing formation, so lookouts were posted on 
two jutting rocks to relay directions. Sev- 
eral days later the lookouts’ perches slid 
into the canyon in a rock fall, being for- 
tunately unoccupied at the moment. 
Ed Hamilton, father-in-law of the missing 
pilot, Samuel J. Sampson, reached the top 
of Lake Hardy Peak during the search. The 
91-year-old man gazed into the canyon and 
told the searchers—"Let Sam and the rest 
lie there. Blast down rocks to form a 
natural tomb, then put up @ marker. Why 
risk the living to dig out the dead?” 
On June 25 two men in the party found 
the head of the plane’s stewardess, auburn- 
haired Gladys Witt. Next day searchers 
digging for Miss Witt's body were nearly

MEXICO CITY. 
ISTORIC Chapultepec

The conversion of the castle into a mu- 
seum is indicative of the spirit of democracy 
which reigns in Mexico today.

The greatest days at Chapultepec Castle 
were, however, between 1863 and 1867 dur- 
ing the tragic rule of the Austrian Arthduke 
Maximilian and his beautiful wife, Carlotta. 
Maximilian had become Emperor of Mexico, 
through the backing of the French, and he 
chose: Chapultepec Castle as the imperial 
residence. There he and Carlotia, who were 
both schooled in the arts of living as prac- 
ticed in the Austrian court, transformed the 
castle and grounds into a miniature Mexican 
Versailles. 

Their occupation was a brief one, ending 
with the rebellion of the Mexicans against 
their foreign rulers and the execution of 
Maximilian, but the remnants of their im- 
ported grandeur today form the most lux- 
urious part of the interior. Of the rooms 
which they had decorated and which have 
not been changed since, the most beautiful 
is a salon, done in the delicate French gilt 
furniture of the era and upholstered in petit 
point with scenes from the fables of La Fon- 
taine. The walls of the room are covered 
in satin damask of a peach color and the 
draperies are of the same material heavily 
fringed with gold. 

Succeeding Presidents, notably Porfirio 
Dias, have added to or changed the im- 
ported decorations of Maximilian and Car- 
lotta, but the stamp of the handsome Aus- 
trian couple is indelibly imprinted upon 
the castle where they held court. In the

midst of later pieces, installed by native 
rulers, appears a superb Buh! cabinet, 
Sevres vase, and the magnificent silver 
service which was sent to his Austrian pro 
teges by Napoleon III. 

Another room in the castle worthy of note 
is one in which the furnishings were a gif 
to Senora Porfirio Diaz from the last Em 
press of Ching. The room has the fined 
cherry and teakwood furniture, cabinets ip 
laid with mother of pearl, embroidered Chi 
nese screens and rare vases of the earlier 
Another gift sent to Senora Diaz is a huge 
Spanish shaw] which was embroidered by 
Queen Eugenia of Spain and her cout 
Next to the regime of the Hapsburg mom 
arch and his bride, the Diaz occupation ha 
left the strongest imprint upon the castle. ls 
most humorous aspect is found in the {ret 
coes painted on the inner walls, which face 
upon fine gardens. The frescoes welt 
painted under the Empress Carlotta’s supe 
vision and originally were nude dancing 
figures representing the seasons. These 
fancies of the Austrian Archduchess were, 


however, scandalous to the devout and ci:
